STATES CORPORATION EVILS

Says That the Evls in the Large Cor-
porations Lie Largely in the Wide
Latitude Given Them by the National
Governmental,

——

NEW YORK, Feb, 12 — Lecturing on
“The Individual Man" Judge Peter S
Grosseup of Chicago expounded yestor-
day to a large audience in the People's
forum at New Rochelle, his schome for
popularizing the corporations. The au-
dience seemed intensely interested,

William M. Ivins, who wax the Re
publican ' nominee for mayor last fall,
presided and added local color to Judge
Grosscup's theme.

“The wrong of the corporation,” said
Judge Grosseup, “is not In the corpors-
tion itself, but in the extreme latitnde
of the state and oational government
that has permitted the corporation to
become the exelusive right of a few
people, 1f, when thess great tramsfor-
mations were taking place, there had
been carried with it the interest, the
proprietarship, the co-operation of the
men whose places were being taken—if,
for instance, the shoemaker had become
a part proprietor in the shoe factory—
none of this outery and causes for out
ery would exist.
